W. Lo expreaned on 
Wednenday concerning Gov- 
ernment’s housing sacheme 
are readily understood, 
They are, quite clearly, 
prompted — not by any 
uncertainty as to the prin- 
ciples which have guided 
Government's decision, but 
by-the magnitude of the 
project, No Jocal authority 
in England would con- 
template the provision of 
low-cost houses for 800,000 
people without no xense of 
awe, and few, if any, would 
go so fur as seriously to 
pat forward such an under. 
taking to the Housing 
Ministry. But while it: is 
truce the size of Hongkong’s 
housing scheme ix equival- 
ent to resettling 0 laryge- 
sized Magtish city, our 
yardatickh when it comes to 
doing something: positive 
about housing has to be 
different. Any action to be 
taken must be commensur- 
ate with the magnitude of 
the problem, and xo far as 
one can ace the only agency 
which can aspire towards 
the needed target is Govern- 
ment. To date the provision 
of suitable, sanitary, un- 
crowded housing for the 
Colony's population hus 
been restricted to the 
construction oof flats and 
dwelling houses, rents for 
which can be met only by 
the middle or — higher 
income groups. Nene will 
underestimate the valuable 
contribution which private 
enterprise has made in 
thin way towards casing 
the housing shortage, but 
it stUl leaves untouched 
the real problem. Thus the 
question ts posed: ja any- 
thing or nothing to be. 
dune about it? If setion bs 
to be taken, then it must 
of necessity be on a large 
seule, otherwise the pro- 
ject defeats its own ends. 
In short it must be all or 


nothing. 
Tl wae because we have 
long been convinced that 
housing must be tackled in 
no big way if it is lo be 
tackled at all that we wel- 
comed Governments — pro- 
ject. We still do. This is 
not a matler of Government 
versua Private Enterprise. 
The essentini requirement 
is to find the agency in 
the beat position lo pro- 
mote and finanee oa full- 
scale lew-cost housing 
seheme for the  lower- 
income members of the 
community. Government ap- 
pers to be the anawer 
because it cnn at Teast 
sponsor a long-term under- 
taking permitting of capital 
recuperation over a 20 to 
26 years’ period, Private 
enterprise could not he 
expected to assume a 
similar obligation. This ix 
a point which the Colonial 
Secretary failed to mention 
specifically when he re- 
ferred to subsidies which 
he said Government was 
prepared to make available 
te the Housing Authority. 
It is, in effect, a hidden 
subsidy, but it remains an 
integral part of the low- 
cost housing scheme, more 
especially as the Hon R.B. 
Black made it clear that 
rents are to bear a de- 
finite relationship to the 
real cost of the flats. 
Manifestly this can only be 
done, ond at the same time 
make~ the accommodation 
available at rentals within 
‘the income of the tenants, 
if the charges against the 
capital account can be

Chinese oils, silk and raw products. 

The British businossmen also said they had opened 
relations with East Germany. 

A spokesman for the British businessmen said the 
East |German Chamber for Exports had asked them to 
a reception at East Berlin’s Hotel Johannishof yesterday. 


They had talks with a number 
of leading East German trade 
officials, vistted an exhibition of 
Eust German export gocds and 
saw a film on thd East German 
industrial falr at Leipzig, 
Saxony. 

The spokesman sald most of 
the British businessmen attend- 
ing the talks with the Chinese 
trade officlais had received 
orders. They ‘hoped to boost 
british-Chinese trade stl morr 
in the future, 

A spokesman for the British 
groups sald the orser for 
Chinese silk consisted of piece 
goods.

BY REBELS

Hanoi, Apr. 29. 

Vietminh General Vo 
Nguyen Giap’s next move 
will be a massive attack on 
Dien Bien Phu, where he 
holds the initiative. 

That wos tne opinion ex- 
pressed in competent circles in 
Hanol who expect the present 
week to sce a decisive Issue in 
the battle, 

Brigadier-General Christian de 
Castries, defender of the besieged 
camp, is awaiting the decision of 
the Vietminh headquarters’ to 
uttack. The forces at his disp sat 
do not allow him to try a 
counter-attack In foree. 

The situation in -he entren-n- 
ed camp is grave but not des- 
perate, This Is the expression 
now being used openly at 
Hanol. General Glap has re- 
grouped the forces at his dis- 
posat before making human 
wave attacks, Young recruits 
taken prisoner several days ago, 
one-- of whom was _ sixteen, 
received rushed military train- 
ing and were sent to Dien Bien 
'Phu to complete their training. 

The Vietminh Commander-in- 
Chief has received continual 
supplies from Communist Chino 
over Colonial Route 3 from 
Caobang, and in articular 
petrol, food and niunitions. .

Geneva, Apr. 29. 


A Chinese Communist spokesman said here 
tonight that Soviet forces were in Port Arthur to 
“safeguard China and the Soviet Union from 
being threatened by Japan and the forces allied 


to Japan.” 


The spokesman was speaking at a briefing 
after today’s Geneva Far Eastern conference. 


A journalist asked the Chinese 
spokesman if Mr Chou Enslai's 
call yesterday for the with. 
drawal of all foreign forces from 
Asia included the withdrawal 
of Russinp forces from China. 

The spokesman said: “Are you 
referring to Port Arthur?" 

The journalist said; “Yes.” 

The spokesman then answer- 
ed: “The use of the naval base 
of Port Arthur by Sovict forces 
js on the basis of the Sinf- 
Soviet treaty of {friendship and 
alllance—owing to the revival 
of Japanese militarism by the 
United States .after the second 
world war—avhich’ ‘threaten 
tho security. of China and the 
Soviet Union.” 

Another journalist interjected: 
“The Sino-Soviet treaty was 
signed before the Japanese 
peace treaty.” 

The spokesman then sald: 
“There was originally the 
agreement that the use of the 
navol base of Port Arthur 
would be ended in 1952, But 
because there fs still no peace 
trenty between Japan and 
China and the Soviet Union, 
because Japan is becoming a 
follower of the aggressive pollcy 
of the United States, it Js 
necessary to prolong the agrec- 
ment on the use of Port Arthur 
to safeguard China and the 
Soviet Union from _ being 
threatened by Japon and the 
forces allied te Japan.”

For more than 60) years. 
he has devoted his musica 
genius not only to conduct- 
ing superbly works by his 
favourite composers, notabls 
Delius and Mozart, but also 
to administrating — and 
often financing — various 
musical enterprises. 


No conductor is the mas- 
ter of all, since each 
specialises to some degrec. 
but if we unite services to 
music with ability, 1 would 
gladly place first — this 
magician and his wand. 


Born ton weuithy La: 
cashire family of indu: 
trialists, Thomas Beechan: 
was brought up in cultural 
surroundings, and first 
heard orchestral music on 
his father’s elaborate Swiss 
musical boxes. A local or- 
gunist fired the boy’s — en- 
thusiasm for Mozart, whose 
operatic characters soon be- 
came more rea] to him than 
his neighbours. His taste in 
clothes was even more 
fastidious, and his memory 
so retentive that, at the 
age of eight, he learned 
Shakespeare's “ Macbeth” 
within a few days. 


The rarefied upbringing 
was abruptly ended, when 
he entered Rossall public 
school, though he soon be- 
came _ acclimatised, and 
gained prestige by batting 
for four hours. During the 
holidays, he accompanied 
his father on one of his 
frequent business trips to 
America. 


On going up to Oxford, 
Thomas Beecham wanted 
to become a concert pianist, 
or composer but also joined 
fully in University life, 
playing rugger for his 
college. Af the time, how- 
ever, ail music students 
looked to Germany as an 
indispensable training 
ground, and. he made 
several visits to Dresden 
and Bayreuth, the Wag- 
nerign stronghold.

Thomas 
Beecham was at once atl- 
tracted by his distinctive 
idiom, so remote from cur- 
rent trends, For his part, 
Delius was the first to 
recognise his friend's un- 
questionable gifts as con-

When -we now enjoy the 
fine recordings made by Sir 
Thomas Beecham for the 
Delius Trust, we can re- 
member their strong friend- 
ship, formed partly during 
holidays spent in Norway. 
Indeed, Sir Thomas seems 
happiest when conducting 
works by Delius, and always 
distils their full poetic 
beauty. 

Three years later, Mr 
Thomas Beecham, as he 
then was, leased Covent 
Garden for seasons of opera 
in English, so breaking the 
long tradition of foreign 
seasons at the national 
opera. Delius’s “A Village 
Romeo and Juliet” was 
mounted, and later London 
saw, for the first time, 
Richard Strauss’s sensation- 
al operas, “Salome” and 
“Blektra,” conducted by 
him in the face of strong 
aesthetic objections to the

The Drug 
Menace 


A YOUNG British police 
officer helped to round 
up tramps in’ Egypt. Fivo 
hundred of thom— 
trembling, ragged, and 
glassy-cyed—were taken to 
police stations in Cairo. 
Mostly they were picked up 
while scavenging {n dustbins 
for food. 


Every man was a 
addict. 

From thot day, 40 years ago, 
the young Englishman declured 
a personal crusade agalnst the 
traMickers, 

He died in London this month, 
oged 74, From that day in 
Cairo he became world famous 
for his fight to smash the drug 
ring. 

He was Major-General Sir 
Thomas Russell—known to the 
world a3 Russell Pasha. 

For 25 years he was head of 
the Centrol Narcotics Intelll- 
gence Bureau, and his patrols 
ranged the deserts soarching for 
eamel caravans carrying dope. 

Russell Pasha becamo an anti- 
drug crusader when he renllsed 
that opium, heroln, occalne, and 
hashish were being smuggled 
into Egypt In ever-Inereasing 
quantitics, 


PRICE RAISED 


When he became chief of the 
Cairo police Russcli—who never 
smoked more than 10 mild 
Egyptian cigarettes a day-—tried 
all kinds of methods to cid 
Egypt, and the world, of the 
drug plague. 

He raised the price of heroin 
from £30 a lb, to £300. 

This put it out of the reach 
of the majority of the popula- 
tlon. He also ordered hundreds 
of acres of poppies and hemp, 
which were a source of drugs, to 
be burned. 

But this did not prevent the 
amuggiors bringing the stuff in. 

Drugs were hidden in the 
wheels of donkey carts, loayes of 
bread, the cluihes of bogus nuns 
and priests, Inside dead chickena, 
and horses’ nosebags. 

Camels, of course, were mostly 
used by the smugglers. At the 
Kanatara desert frontler pos. 
Russell Pasha set up his magic 
eye to watch the Levantine 
caravans, Thig X-ray apparatus 
was able to detect metal con- 
talners of drugs in the stomach 
and gullet of camels. 


BURNING WORDS 


Tali, Jesn, Russell Pasha, 
finally retired just after the 
war and went back ‘%o the 
Cotswolds to enjoy his hobbies 
of salmon fishing and shooting. 

But if you want to understand 
the kind of man he was, read 
this extract of a report he mcde 
on a Swiss drug trafficker-—

Although no specie treatment 
has been found for trichinosts, 
ACTH and cortisone, the won- 
der hormones have been useful 
in many cases in treating the 
symptoms, ond may diminish 
the amount of tissue damage. 

These hormones aid in maln- 
taining proper use of food 
during these severe form of the 
disease. 

However, as with any disease, 
the best treatment Is by pre~ 
vention. Simply cook all pork 
thoroughly, one half hour for 
each pound

A number of sensational discoveries have been made here 
this year by a Briton whose life work is to dig up the past 
in the hope of filling in gaps in our knowledge of the earliest 
days of Pharaonic history.

A great enclosure wall 
surrounds the whole tnstaliatior 
of tomb and temple. whch, ut 
the opinion of Professor Emery 
jis undvubltedly the protatype

Professor Emery has found 
evidence that life in the earliest 
Pharocnle times was of a by no 
means primitive order, 


“What we have found, In- 
diewtes that at that time civilisa- 
tion in the Nile Valley was well 
advanced, We found traces of 
a people with an obylously 
highly-organived form of gavern- 
ment, beth potitleal atid re- 
Vigous, with a great knowledge 
of urchitecture, and with @ 
superb sense of craftsmnanship in 
carving wood and ivory and 
muking pottery and stone vessels. 


“We must remember that the 
material found was 1,600 ycars 
old when Tut Ankh Amon wus 
born.” 


Adjoining the newly dis- 
covered tomb, Professor Emery 
found a near-clrcular structure 
which has set o new archacolo-

Although this structure is of 
a later date than the tomb, !t fs 
the first time that curves have 
been encountered in Pharaonic 
temple architecture, which 
usually consists of straight lines 
and angles. And it may yet 
prove to bo a missing link 
between the simple mastabatype 
tomb of the’ first dynasty 
Pharach-kings and the more 
massive and elaborate Step 
Pyramid of King Zoser of the 
Third dynasty.
